Experience with the hell on earth 
‘associated with the sort of warfare 
‘that is waged in these enlightened 
times tends to dull the belief in a 
‘hell beyond, and promote 2 sort of 
‘confidence that a fellow who puts 
up a good fight and gets killed in

RESERVE BANK OF THEIR OWN | 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 3.—Seven 
hundred Kansas State banks, which 
are too smal! to obtain membership 
in the Federal Reserve Bank System, 
will ask the next Kansas Legislature 
to establish a Kansas State Reserve 

tank to act for the small State banks 
as a reserve center. Walter Wilson, 
State Bank Commissioner, and a 
‘committee of bankers of the State 
Bankers’ Association are at work 
drafting the plan of the organizatior | 
and will have a law framed ready | 
for presentation to the Legislature, 

There are more than 1000 Kansas 

| State banks and about 30 per cent 
of them are big enough to get into 
the Federal HReserve system. 

With a State reserve system, the 

_ congested financial! condition in parts 
of the State at certain seasons coulu 
be relieved quickly and easily and at 
the same time the stringency, like 
that now axisting in the western part 

of the State, due to drouth, etc., 
would be cared for. . The State Re- 
serve Bank would do for the smal: 
State banks of Kansas what the Fed- 
eral Reserve system does for the 
larger banks and communities of the

Consolidation of Resources, Now 
Effective, Expected to Be as 
Valuable as Military Unity.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Nations 
opposed to the Central Powers are a 
unit not only in a military way but 
economically. Though in operation 
for some time, details of the plan 
which places the resources of ti 
United States and the allies into a 
common pool and eliminates sources 
of controversy between the mem- 
bers. and red tape, have just become 
kaAown. 

The economic pool is 
around the interallied councils oO! 
war, shipping, food, finance and mu- 
nitions. Centers for the operation 
of the Interallied Food Council have 
been established in London and 0! 
the Munitions Council in Paris. 

Assisting the interallied councils, 
the cobelligerents are setting up 
commodity committees which will 


deal directly, through expert mem- 
needed

war products. 

The pooling of economic resourc®’s 
is expected to have as much influ 
ence on the prosecution of the war 
as has the centralizing of the mili- 
tarv forees under leadership of Mar- 
shal Foch. The results of the eco- 
nomic centralization may not be a5 
apparent to the public as the sys- 
tem of military pooling, but in the 
final analysis its effect is expected 
to be equally great. 

The great plan was worked out bv 
President Wilson's “Wur Cabinet” 
and the allied missions. it has been 
approved by the President and the 
Premiers of the FEntente nations. 

News Comes From Furope. 

No announcement of its consuin 
mation has been made here, in fact 
it has rather been withheld trom 
publicity. Some of its details and the 
fact that it actually is in operation 
have become known through devel- 
opments in Paris and London. Ac- 
tion by the committees abroad is lim- 
ited to the following cases:

HARLES C. PETERSON, St. 


Louis’ best known billiard 
player, has invented a new method 
of handicapping for balkline tour- 
naments and also a new game of 
balkline. Peterson has named the 
unique game “Liberty billiards.” 

On one of the tables in his par- 
lors, Peterson has drawn a map of 
the western battle front. Across 
the table as shown above, are three 
lines, running as nearly parallel as 
possible. The lines are matfked A, 
Band C, representing three classes 
of balkline players. 

Peterson plans an All-Comers’ 
tournament with his “Liberty Bil- 
liards’” game. His opponents are 
free to count anywhere on the ta- 
ble. so long as they adhere to the 
regular rules of balkline. 

However, when playing Class A 
players, Peterson cannot count un- 
less at least one of the object balls 
is between the left end of the table 
and the line marked A, as shown in 
the above cut. So long as Peterson 
keeps one of the object balis in 
this zone, he may count indefinitely. 
However, as svon as both object 
balls are driven without the zone, 
Peterson can continue to shoot but 
the points he makes do not count 
until he has again driven one or 
voth of the balls within the A zone.
